The Archdeacon traced the — early 
history of Britain from its rule und- 
er earldoms to the first king, who 
was Canute, down through the cent- 
uries to the present Soverign when 
the king reigns, rather than rules, 


He painted out that the Magna Char- 
ta was the first evidence of the will 
of the people being opposed to the 
ruling soverign. The speaker humor- 
ously remarked that until the pres- 
ent royal family, the kings had all 
been of other than English national 
ity. 

Rev Swanson said, in the early cen 
turies the king had exercised his au 
thority under the church and its a 
significant truth that where kings 
are dethroned the dethronement — of 
the church follows. Two poems from 
Kipling were read which were strong 
evidences of the virile character of 
the British race, The development of 
Parliamentary government was trac- 


ed and the speaker said that Parlia- 
mentary government is a failure 
everywhere except for the British, 


where it emerged, The speaker relat- 
ed a striking incident from Strachy's 
Book, when Gladstone and Queen Vic- 
toria were havig an interview and 
the argument became somewhat tense 
The Queen drew herself up with all 
the strength of her character and po- 
sition and said, “Sir, may I remind 
you that I am the Queen of England,” 
to which Gladstone replied, “Madam 


may I remind you that I am the peo- | 


ple of England, and the argument 
ceased.

It conveys the 
quality of the man who is shortly to 
be the Royal representative in Cana- 
da, and it records the reign of King 
eGorge V from 1910 to 1935, The title 
is ‘The King‘s Grace‘ and the book is 
not so much a biography as an inter- 
pretation of the Throne as a contin- 
uing, vital forcec, during a period of 
unprecedented changes. 

In his prologue he suggests the 
trend of thought throughout the suc 
ceeding chapters. In the last two 
hundred years, while the Throne has 
lost its definable powers, it has gain- 
ed in significance.
